The 'rumber of binders sold indicates 
aj ‘very large increase in the. cropiacre- 
age of the district, but it would be un- 
fair fo credit the usual proportiom of 
increased sales to increased acreage in 
this case.

The area, covered, by the sales of ma- 
chinery and twine reported above 
cludes the electoral districts of Edmon- 
ton, St. Albert and Victoria, and does 
nat include sales at points along the 
C. & E. line, south of Strathicona. The 
area of settlement covered lies along 
the Saskatchewan river for a distance 
of 40 miles west and 90 miles east 
at Edmonton rmaning south Stteen 
miles and north forty miles. The east- 
era part of the settlement is almost 
all south of the river at Beaver lake 
being, 50 miies soulth of the river. The 
grain for the whole of this district is 
either ‘milled at hame or shipped from 
Stratheoona, 

Tobe sample of both wheat and oats 
show very great variety, as do also the 
reports of yields. There are some goad 
samples of both wheat and oats, but 
it is to be feared that on the whole 
the average is inferior. The yields re- 
ported vary quite as much as the sam- 
ples. Oats are reported to run all the 
way from five—where the crop, had 
been hailed—to jthirty.

The news of still another British dis- 
aster involving the loss of 400 men 
and) ‘two guns comes as an! eepneee 
sk ata time When everyone was in- 
eta in the pleasing antici- 
tide an early close of 
A war, and particularly feeling as- 
sured that the era of posstble British 
disasters was long past. This was 3 
case in which a garrison, within v5 
miles of Bloemfontein was attacked 
and surrendered before reinforcements 
arrived. In view of the succeesful de- 
fence of Mafeking and of Wepener, the 
only possible conclusion is that the 
British were to blame more. than the 
Boars were entitled to credit—on the 
one hand for not holding cut longer 
and on the ogher for not sending re-in- 
forcement sooner. There is only this 
to ba said that if the British have (not 
yet learned to avoid disasters of this 
kinid it is a merciful dispensation of 
providence which brings them on with 
sufficient frequency until they do 
learn. When such a disaster can obcur 
after more thiainia year’s experience of 
fighting the Boers in their own coun- 
try, it means that there is great need 
af a farther continuation of the war if 
the British army is to become what the 
position! of the empire requires that it 
shal] be,—the best fighting machine in 
the world In the early stages of the 
war the unfailing excuse put forward 
for repeated disasters was that the 
British officers did not know, the Boer 
style of fighting and did not know ‘the 
country. These excuses are no longer 
good; and the bald fact stands out that 
the average British officer not only 
doas not understand his business, but 
is unable to learn it, even under the 
most favorable circumstances. 


The Bulletin hazards theopinion that 
if the same class Of officers as have been 
employed in South Africa had been|em- 
ployed in the re-conquest of the Sou- 
dan, the Soudan would still have been 
nconguered, But the army which 
conquered (the Soudan was created on 
the ground where it Was intended ta 
work. The creation of that army was 
the work nit of brassy general officers, 
but of competent subordinates, who 
were, selected by the commander  be- 
cause they were adapted for the pur- 
pose for which it was desired to use 
them.

Who will have said thst at the dawn 
ofthe 20th century you would number 
scarcely more than 1,600,000; that you 
would send no settlers to the North 
west, that without saying one word 
you would allow this country of your 
iuture 'to be invaded by all the cranks, 
the sectariams, the most mneducated 
peasants of Europe? Our colonization 
work had just aroused among Us an en- 
thusiasm, am extraordinary devotion, 
for Canada, It was the long-looked- 
for hvur. it was the psychological mam- 
ent, and you have not profited by it. 
If we could have believed im so little 
iatellicence, in such baseness of con- 
science, in such want of patriotism, 
we would have kept our ardor and our 
money for old France. You will find 
in France speculators, financiers, bank- 
ers, but no sincere affection, no 
patriotic devotion. Those who are the 
cause of it have ignored Canada, Frence 
and the fulture of our race, They have 
treated honest people as rogues are 
treated, Your governments are no 
better conducted. Those who go about 
collecting immigrants, Mennonites, 
Hungarians, Galicians, Doukhobors, 
Poles, to stifle the French-Canadian 
germ in the northwest, have not said a 
word, to do justice to the real settlers; 
they do nothing for immigration from 
Fraace, How could you ever make us 
understand that in a country of ‘fair 
play, @nder a government called con- 
stitutional, the three-tenths of the 
people pay taxes for their own destruc 
tion, ‘to speak plainly, for of what use 
are the enormous sums thajt you vote 
for purposes of immigrition except to 
drown more of you each year im a has- 
tile sea? Constitultiomally, you have 
the right to three-tenths of the sub- 
sidies. I* is sought to overwhelm you 
with ,eople of every nationality, and 
you have never said “Halt! and there 
is always the exhausting plague of 
emigration, Aud you do nothing to 
favor immigration from France to Can- 
ada, wuite tne contrary. For Heav- 
en’s sake ba aman of hanor, a patriot, 
a defender of the French-Canadians, a 
leader of your people. Show that you 
really have the sentiments phat you ult- 
ter, and prevent us from writing a bdok 
against Canada and her politicians.” 

Having quoted this attack upon Mr, 
Tarte for not being ‘French enough,” 
Le Journal of Montreal continues: “To 
suich a letter Hoo. Mr. Tarte did not 
reply; he did nat feel that he had heart 
enough {for a pa‘ riot, a true Canadian, 
Neither will he have the heart to de- 
fend the interests of the workingmen 
of Montreal, and one may be sure hs 
will not bother himself with them if 
he is elected. The Hun. Mr. Tarte is 
an ‘egoist; thinks only of himself, lives 
only for himself; the electors who have 
any ‘heart and ang sense of honor cam 
not vote for him.

Good breeding 
and good feeding are very closely re- 
lated, but I have been forced to the 
conclusion that a good feeder, though 
an indifferent breeder can bring up! a 
family of pigs faster than a good 
breeder but a poor feeder. 

When ‘the pigs are about two weeks 
old they will begin to eat, and it is a 
go? plan to partition off one corner of 
the pen and put a shallow trough into 
it and thus induce the little pigs to 
eat.

If this plan is adopted you will 
have ‘no stunts from weaning. It has

Medicine Hat News, Nov. 20: With- 
out the chinook winds this part of 
Canaia\ would be a poor portion of the 
worliin which to attempt to win any- 
thing from the face of nature. The 
district is not a country suitable for 
farming. (Without the tempering ,in- 
fluence of the balmy shinopk we could 
lay, no sclaim to being a stock raising 
and) grazing discrict without a peer in 
Northwestern America. If our win- 
ters started in the middle of Novem- 
ber and held on until the end of March 
with steady cold, the herds of cattle 
avhich could be handjed would be. iimit- 
ed to the stabling accommodation and 
amount of provender provided by the 
rancher. With our friend the chinook 
rendering the assistance which is 
essential ‘where out door stock raising 
ig to be carried on, there are herds up- 
on our ranges whieh. number up, to 
thousands and they know not what ‘a 
stableis, having never seen one, Their 
home is the boundless frairie, with its 
nutritious grasses in winter as ip sum- 
mer, their shelter a wooded ravine or 
abrupt cut-bank, their covering ithe 
starry.xca of "Heaven; and the pro- 
duct of this life is probably the hard- 
jest, best finished animal producticn 
ito be found anywhere, The Froviding 
hand of naire is to be seen in the

Regina Leader: Living in a free and 
healthy altmosphere—which makes its 
crimes worse—the MacLeod Gazette as--

“Quebec has endorsed Tarte and | 
loyalty.” 

Tis assertion is both S| 
and wantonly false. Quebec endorsed 
Tarte to precisely the same extent that 
it endorsed Fielding or Sifton or Pa'ter- 
son or Cartwright. Quebec emphati- 
cally endorsed Laurier, his govern- 
ment and his policy, and the statement 
that this means endorsation of dis- 
loyalty, if it were not so mischievous, 
wauld be utterly ridiculous. 

Ina remarkably pointed fashion Qus- 
bec hus endorsed the sending of miui- 
tary contingents from Canada to South 
Africa, the most “loyal” act ever 
undertaken by a Oanudian government. 
The conservative campnign cry in Que- 
bec, ithe apotheosis of which was Pam- 
phlet No. 6, was that no contingents 
should have been seniti and that Laurier 
was too British, too “loyal.” Quebec's 
answer.—no hesitating answer, either, 
—was that Laurier is not too British 
to suit the French-Canadians, no 
matter whet Tupper may think, and 
that it wus right and yroper to 
send the contingents. Every Quebec 
member who voted in the House of 
Commons against sending the contin- 
gents was either defeated on 7th No- 
vember or elected with a much reduced 
majority, Chauvin, one of the most 
outspoken against lLaurier’s action, 

was beaten by Prefontaine, one of the 
most outspoken in favor of sending the 
coutingents. | 

Quebec did not endorse disloyalty, 
Quebec endorsed ‘the sending of the 
contingents, the giving of a tariff pre- 
ference to Britain, the imperial penny 
post, the building of a round-the-world 
all-British cable. Quebec gave a siting- 
iog' rebuke to the party whose leader, 
like the Macleod Gazette, tried to 
make ‘political capital out of “loyalty.”
